It is true that there may 
be the transfer of a 
tendency to disease. But it is one 
thing to have 
the tendency and q uite another actually to get 
the disease. * 
Tuberculosis, fur instance, is an acq uired dis­ 
ease. It may be acq uired 
by one p arent long 
after the birth of the child. 
In no way whatever 
could it be transm itted bv what we call heredity . 
We must bear in mind that phy sical traits run 
in families. 1 have a big nose like my lather s 
and my grandfather s. You may have ears or 
feet like y our ancestors. 
Likewise, y ou might have a narrow chesT 
like one of y our parents.
